OPENING STATEMENT: 


On October 10, 2010, IAB investigators Sergeant Jimmy Rios, Sergeant Jack Ramirez 
and Lieutenant Stephen Vaughan responded to a Command Post erected by Century 
Station personnel in regard to a Deputy Involved Hit Shooting in the City of Lynwood. 
IAB investigators, the District attorney's Office, and the Office of Independent Review 
were given a briefing by Homicide Lieutenant David Dolson. 


SYNOPSIS: 


On October 10, 2010, Deputy Julio Jove, Unit 212F EM's, was driving north on Long 
Beach Boulevard, just north of Josephine Street, when he saw three adult males 
standing in the northbound lanes of Long Beach Boulevard. One of the males was 
flashing gang signs. Deputy Jove stopped his radio car along the east curb line and 
behind the males in order to contact them. 


As he began to exit his car, he ordered the males to place their hands on the hood of 

his radio car. One of the males complied, Deputy Jove saw that Suspect Cuevas had 
a handgun tucked into his front waistband. He (Jove) saw Cuevas grab the butt of the 
gun and begin to walk away south on the sidewalk. 


Deputy Jove, now out of his patrol car, ordered the suspect to stop. The suspect 
quickly turned toward Deputy Jove. Fearing for his life, he fired two rounds from his 
duty weapon. The suspect immediately turned away and ran south on the sidewalk. 
He (Cuevas) suddenly fell onto his stomach at the corner of Josephine Street and Long 
Beach Boulevard. Deputy Jove approached the suspect. 
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The suspect was lying on his stomach with his hands underneath his body in the area 
of his waistband. Despite commands from Deputy Jove to show his hands, the 
suspect attempted to lift himself off the ground with his right hand while reaching into 
the area of his waistband with his left hand. 


Deputy Jove fired three more rounds at the suspect. The suspect continued to move 
forward and flipped over onto his back. Deputy Jove again repositioned himself south 
of the suspect's location. He (Jove) saw the gun was still tucked into the suspect’s 
waistband. The suspect again reached for the gun and Deputy Jove fired one last 
round atthe suspect. Deputy Jove ordered the other two males who remained at his 
radio car to lie on the ground. They complied and were detained by assisting units. 


The suspect's gun was recovered at the scene. He sustained multiple gunshot rounds 
to the upper torso. He was transported to Saint Francis Medical Center where he was 
pronounced dead. 


The Deputy Involved Hit Shooting incident was investigated and documented by 
Homicide detectives. For more information, see the Homicide Investigation Book 
[Exhibit A].

Deputy Julio Jove, Employee E | was interviewed by Homicide Investigators 
on 10-10-2010, at approximately 0730 hours. A summary of their interview may be 
found on page 43 thru 47 of the Homicide investigation Book, Exhibit A. Internal 
Affairs investigators reviewed the tape recording of said interview and that Homicide's 
summary of their interview is an accurate account of what was said. 


Internal affairs Bureau conducted a Force Review interview on March 30, 2011, at 
approximately 0730 hours. The following is a summary of the incident as described by 
Deputy Jove. Additional information and precise wording may be obtained by 
reviewing Deputy Jove’ s recorded interview (Job #31874) and attached interview 
transcription. 


Avenue, when he saw a male Hispanic (later identified a: IMH/32) 
walking south in the middle of the number two northbound lane of Long Beach 
Boulevard Ae throwing gang signs as he was walking in the lanes of traffic. 
As Deputy Jove got “ose oj he saw another male Hispanic (later identified 
as IMH/20) also walking in the lanes of traffic on Long Beach Boulevard. 

ppeared to be jumping back and forth from the northbound lanes of traffic and 
the east sidewalk of Long Beach Boulevard. Deputy Jove noticed a third male 


Hispanic (later identified as Suspect Jonathan Cuevas MH/20) walking south on the 
east sidewalk of Long Beach Boulevard. 


Deputy Jove was driving north on Long Beach Boulevard = Josephine 


Deputy Jove drove toward the three male Hispanics and illuminated them with his 
patrol vehicle spotlight. He saw alking in the lanes of traffic and refused to 
move out of the way of his patrol venicie. He stopped his patrol car and parked along 
the east curb line. 


nd Jonathan Cuevas begin to walk toward his front-passenger door. 
ositioned himself in such a way as if to block his view (Jove) from Cuevas who 
was positioned to the left UA this point, Deputy Jove thought the three males 
were setting him up for an ambush. He saw Suspect Cuevas remove a handgun from 
his waistband with his left hand. When he saw the handgun, he jumped out of his 
patrol car and began moving to the rear of his patrol car, paralleling Cuevas who was 
now moving south on the east sidewalk of Long Beach Boulevard. 
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As Deputy Jove began walking to the rear of his patrol car, he ordered the suspect to 
let him (Jove) see his (Cuevas) hands, but the suspect failed to comply. As Suspect 
Cuevas reached the rear area of the patrol car, he turned his body quickly to the right 
toward Jove. Deputy Jove fearing for his life, fired one round at the suspect. Deputy 
Jove was positioned at ihe left rear quarter panel of his unit when he fired his weapon, 
The suspect continued to run south on Long Beach Boulevard away from Jove. The 
suspect turned toward Jove for a second time. Fearing for his life, he fired a second 
round at the suspect. Deputy Jove was still positioned at the left rear quarter panel of 
his unit when he fired his second round. Deputy Jove was unsure whether the rounds 
he had fired had struck Suspect Cuevas. Suspect Cuevas continued running south on 
the east sidewalk of Long Beach Boulevard away from Deputy Jove. As Cuevas ran 
away, Deputy Jove could see the handgun in Cuevas’ left hand. The suspect 
continuously looked back toward Deputy Jove as he ran away. 


Deputy Jove began to yell at the suspect to stop, but he refused to comply to his verbal 
commands and continued running south. The suspect fell to the ground prior to 
reaching the southeast corner of Josephine Avenue and Long Beach Boulevard. 
Deputy Jove repositioned himself by moving west to the center median. The Suspect 
attempted to push himself off the ground with his right hand. Deputy Jove ordered the 
suspect to stop but the suspect refused to comply. The suspect began yelling out to 
Deputy Jove that he (Jove) had shot him. The suspect turned his body toward Deputy 
Jove. Deputy Jove fearing for his life, fired three rounds as he (Jove) moved in an 
easterly direction toward the suspect. 


The suspect continued to move south (crawled) and as he got to the northeast corner 
of Josephine Street and Long Beach Boulevard, he turned over onto his back. Deputy 
Jove again repositioned himself to the south of the suspect. Deputy Jove saw the 
handgun in the suspect's waistband at this point. The other two males who were still 
positioned by Deputy Jove’s radio car, proceeded to yell out profanities toward Deputy 
Jove. 


Deputy Jove proceeded to put out emergent radio traffic and advised that he had been 
involved in a shooting. Deputy Jove continued to issue verbal commands to the 
suspect. At this point the suspect's hands were above his head. As Deputy Jove 
issued the verbal commands, Suspect Cuevas proceeded to move his hands down to 
his waistband area. Deputy Jove fearing for his life, fired one final round at the 
suspect.

The Justice System Integrity Division of the Los Angeles County District Attorney's Office has 

= completed its review of the October 10, 2010, fatal shooting of Johnathan Cuevas by Los 
Angeles County Sheriff Deputy Julio Jove. It is our conclusion that Deputy Jove acted in lawful 
self-defense. 


The following analysis is based on reports prepared by the Los Angeles County Sheriff s 
Department (LASD), submitted to this office by Adan Torres and Jeff Leslie, LASD, Homicide 
Bureau. The District Attorney's Command Center was notified of the shooting on October 10, 
2010, at approximately 1:10 a.m. The District Attorney Response Team, comprised of Deput 
District Attorney Deborah Escobar and District Attomey Senior TT 
responded and was given a briefing and a walk-through of the scene. Deputy Jove provided a 
voluntary statement which was considered as part of this analysis. 


FACTUAL ANALYSIS 


On October 10, 2010, at 12:23 a.m., LASD Deputy Julio Jove was traveling north on Long 
Beach Boulevard when he m ': 7 in the northbound lanes of 
traffic showing gang signs at passing cars. Several vehicles had to brake and swerve around 
to avoid hitting him. At the same um, ES running back and forth 

from the east sidewalk to the middle of the street. Jove also observed Johnathan Cuevas standing 
on the east sidewalk near both men. Jove pulled over to the east curb and used his driver side 
spotlight to illuminate the men, immediately raised his hands in the air and placed them 
on the hood of the police car. As Jove opened his driver’s door valked to the front 

= passenger door. It appeared to Jove tha 2- attempting to block his view of Cuevas who 
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was standing behind him on the sidewalk. Based on their unusual behavior, Jove believed they 
were setting him up for an ambush. Jove then saw Cuevas pull a handgun from his front 
waistband. As Jove jumped out of the police car, Cuevas walked southbound on the sidewalk 
with his back to the deputy. 


Jove yelled to Cuevas, “Let me see your hands! Let me see your hands!” Cuevas quickly turned 
his upper body toward Jove. Fearing that Cuevas was about to shoot him, Jove fired one round 
from his service weapon. Cuevas began running southbound. As Jove gave chase, he saw 
Cuevas turn once more and blade his body toward him. Jove fired another round at Cuevas 
fearing that he was still trying to shoot him. Cuevas ran a short distance before falling to the 
curb just north of the northeast corner of Josephine Street and Long Beach Boulevard. Cuevas 
screamed, “You fucking shot me!” Jove ran up to Cuevas and stood in the number two lane of 
traffic on Long Beach Boulevard. He was momentarily blinded by the headlights of oncoming 
vehicles. The drivers were honking their horns at him as he stood in the street. He could also 
he (Belling and cursing at him back at the police car. Cuevas was lying on 
his stomach with his hands beneath his body at his waistband. He was aggressively moving his 
shoulders from side to side. Jove repeatedly ordered Cuevas to, “Let me see your hands, let me 
see your hands!" Cuevas did not comply and continued to move his body while screaming, 
“Fuck you! Fuck you! You fucking shot me, you fucking shot me!” 


Cuevas began “messing with his waistband” then rolled toward his left shoulder. His right 
shoulder and knee came off the ground. Cuevas was looking directly at Jove while ignoring his 
commands to show his hands. Jove believed that Cuevas was attempting to roll over in order to 
pull the gun from beneath his body and shoot him. He fired a third round at Cuevas. Cuevas 
rolled onto his back and put his hands above his head. Jove saw the gun falling out of Cuevas’ 
waistband.! Cuevas arched his back while cursing at Jove and complaining of pain. Jove 
ordered Cuevas to stop moving several times before it appeared to Jove that he was complying. 
Jove turned his attention t angina ordered them to their knees. Cuevas began to 
move again and his hands lowered toward his waistband. Jove repeatedly ordered Cuevas not to 
reach for the gun. Cuevas ignored the commands and continued to reach for the gun. In fear for 
for his life, Jove fired two to three rounds from his service weapon to prevent Cuevas from 
grabbing the gun. He did not believe he struck Cuevas until the last round when 

Cuevas said, “Alright already, alright,” and put his hands back above his head. Cuevas stopped 
moving but continued to yell profanities at Jove. A responding deputy arrived and recovered the 
handgun from Cuevas’ waistband. Cuevas was transported to St. Francis Hospital where he was 
pronounced dead at 1:04 a.m. 


Statement of Deputy Levang 


Deputy Levang responded to the intersection of Long Beach Boulevard and Josephine Street in 
response to Deputy Jove’s request for assistance. When he arrived, Jove was detaining Cuevas 
on the ground at gunpoint. He observed a handgun inside Cuevas’ waistband. Jove ordered 


Jove did not attempt to retrieve the gun out of concern for his safety. If he became engaged in a wrestling match 
with Cuevas, it would leave himself vulnerable Go 
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Cuevas to keep his hands above his head approximately five times. Cuevas moved his hands 
toward his waistband and the gun. Levang approached Cuevas and recovered a Smith & Wesson 
.38 revolver with two live rounds in the cylinder from his waistband. 


Statement of A 
i: with Johnathan Cuevas, and a male Hispanic he only knew as abr Cuevas’ 


Just before the shooting, they had bought beer at a liquor store on Long Beach 
Boulevard. They were walking south on the west side of Long Beach Boulevard and decided to 
jaywalk across the street. When they reached the east side, a police car stopped abruptly next to 
them. The deputy got out of the car, pointed his gun at them and ordered everyone to put their 
hands on the hood of the car. Cuevas took off running southbound on the sidewalk whil 

stayed at the police car. lieved Cuevas panicked because he had a gun.“ 
as looking at the deputy and did not see what, if anything, Cuevas did before running. 


The deputy took a few steps toward Cuevas and shot at him twice. Cuevas was hit once in the 
back and fell to the sidewalk and began screaming. He began to roll back and forth and his right 


hand came toward his left side and back. Cuevas told the deputy, “I give up.” The deputy 
ordered Cuevas to put his hands up. At that time, the deputy turned g. mr 
and ordered them to the ground, hen heard Cuevas say, “Alright, alright, I got a gun, I got 
a gun.” The deputy shot Cuevas agi na GJ cited at the deputy, “Hey, that's not 
right!” The deputy looked at them then shot Cuevas again. He told Cuevas, “You better not 
reach for that gun. You better not reach for that gun.” Cuevas was rolling and screamed in pain 


for an ambulance, The deputy then pulled a gun out of Cuevas’ front pants pocket and put it on 
the sidewalk. 


Statement of| 


O ON refused to speak with detectives and claimed not to have seen anything.? He 
eventually admitted to witnessing the shooting. He was walking on the east sidewalk of Long 
Beach Boulevard when he saw an individual running and a deputy sheriff shoot at him and miss. 
The deputy was standing by the driver side of his patrol car when he fired the first time. The 
deputy moved toward the individual and fired a second time hitting him. The individual fell to 
the ground and began to roll around in pain. The deputy yelled, “Don’t move. Don’t move,” 
then shot him three to four more tines = =: that the officer thought the individual 
was reaching for his pocket and shot him because he did not know if he had a aua 
unaware whether the person who ran had a weapon. 


[Km not see the gun that night but knew that Cuevas carried a revolver. Shortly before the shooting, Cuevas 


told him that he was carrying the gun. 
aid he had just met two guys at a liquor store and did not know their names. He also said he was drunk at 


the time of the shooting.

CONCLUSION 


California law permits the use of deadly force in self-defense or in defense of others if it 
reasonably appears to the person claiming the right of self-defense or the defense of others that 
he actually and reasonably believed he or others were in imminent danger of great bodily injury 
or death. People v. Williams (1977) 75 Cal.App.3d 731; People v. Glover (1903) 141 Cal. 233; 
People v. Ortiz (1923) 63 Cal.App. 662. 


The "reasonableness" of a particular use of force must be judged from the perspective of a 
reasonable officer on the scene, rather than with the 20/20 vision of hindsight. The calculus of 
reasonableness must embody allowance for the fact that police are often forced to make split- 
second judgments -- in circumstances that are tense, uncertain, and rapidly evolving -- about the 
amount of force that is necessary in a particular situation. Graham v. Conner, (1989) 490 U.S. 
386, 396-397. 


In Graham, the United States Supreme Court held that the reasonableness of the force used 
“requires careful attention to the facts and circumstances” of the particular incident. “... Thus, 
under Graham, we must avoid substituting our personal notions of proper police procedure for 
the instantaneous decision of the officer at the scene. We must never allow the theoretical, 
sanitized world of our imagination to replace the dangerous and complex world that policemen 
face every day. What constitutes “reasonable” action may seem quite different to someone 
facing a possible assailant than to someone analyzing the question at leisure." 

Smith v. Freland (6" Cir. 1992) 954 F.2d 343, 347 


The evidence examined in this investigation indicates that rather than risk arrest, Cuevas chose to 
flee from Deputy Jove with a loaded firearm in his hand. Cuevas ignored Jove’s commands to 
show his hands, and instead turned toward the deputy on two occasions as he fled. Cuevas’ 
actions placed Jove in reasonable fear that he was about to be shot causing him to respond with 
deadly force. 


It is undisputed that Cuevas was moving around once he fell to the sidewalk. Although the 
witnesses attributed his behavior to pain, they were unaware that he was armed with a gun. Jove 
believed that his life was in jeopardy when Cuevas rolled from his stomach exposing the gun 
beneath him and fired additional rounds. Once on his back, Deputy Jove continued to order 
Cuevas to stop moving and not to reach for the gun falling out of his waistband. Instead of 
complying, Cuevas placed Deputy Jove in reasonable fear for his life when he reached for the 
gun.

as at the drive-thru window of Tam’s when he heard two gunshots. Tam’s is located 
on Long Beach Boulevard just south of Josephine Street. After receiving his food and waiting to 


make a right turn heard another > aright onto Long Beach 
Boulevard and stopped for a red light at Josephine Street. He noticed a deputy sheriff standing at 
the northeast corner. As he drove through the intersection. aw that the deputy was 


standing to the side of a man lying on his stomach on the sidewalk. The man rolled to his side 
and then to his back with his arms extended out in front of him. He heard someone yell, “Stop, 
stop stop,” and assumed it was the man on the ground because the voice sounded like someone in 
pain. He then saw the deputy shoot at the man three times. He never heard the deputy say 
anything. 


Video Surveillance 


A camera is positioned on a light pole at the southwest corner of Long Beach Boulevard and 
Josephine Street. A detailed description of the two individuals and their movements is 
impossible due to the camera’s distance from the scene and the poor lighting. The video shows 
traffic slowing down shortly before a patrol car comes to a stop at the east curb. It shows Cuevas 
running south on the sidewalk and falling to the ground. It shows Jove exiting the patrol car and 
running south in the street toward Cuevas. Cuevas can be seen constantly moving around as he 
lies on the curb. 


Autopsy Report 


Los Angeles County Medical Examiner David B. Whiteman, M.D., performed a post-mortem 
examination on the body of Johnathan Cuevas on October 13, 2010. Cuevas had a total of four 
gunshot wounds. He sustained a fatal gunshot wound to the middle right back which was back to 
front, right to left and upward. He sustained two fatal gunshot wounds to the right flank which 
were back to front, right to left and upward. There was a fourth potentially life threatening 
wound to the lower right back which was back to front, right to left and upward. The toxicology 
report revealed that Cuevas’ blood tested positive for the presence of methamphetamine and 
marijuana. 


Other Evidence 


Deputy Jove’s service weapon is a Heckler & Koch .45 auto caliber semiautomatic handgun. He 
normally carries it with one round in the chamber and the twelve round magazine loaded to 
capacity. When the weapon was recovered it contained seven Winchester .45 auto caliber 
cartridges in the magazine. 


Two Winchester .45 auto casings were recovered on Long Beach Boulevard southwest of the 
patrol car.
